Nash, 
in his history of Worcestershire, Vol. 
page 429, saya: “Blackwell was included 
In King Filgar’s charter of Ouwaldeslawe,

This is the story of the events that led to the marriage 
of Micajah C. Blackwell and Margaret Pierce. 


When Mississippi became a state in 1817, it opened up new 
land to be settled and better opportunities. The Blackwells 
lived in Tennessee, probably in Hickman or Maury County. 
They had come by way of North Carolina and Georgia. I think 
Mr. Blackwell's name was John, but his wife was Obedience, better 
known as Beady or Bedeanne. We know they had; 


1. Lawrence Blackwell born ca 1795 or 1797 in N.C. 
2. Abel Blackwell born ca 1800 in Ga.

The first Blackwell to this area was Abel, a young man 
of 21 years. He settled on Greens Creek, which was then in 
Lawrence County, not too far from the Covington County line. 


On Greens Creek lived James Oglesby Sr. and his family. 
They had come to this area from North Carolina about 1818. His 
wife's name is unknown, but it may have been Mary, since a Mary 
Oglesby belonged to Ebenezer Baptist Church in 18 - Their 
children were;

Abel Blackwell married Elizabeth Oglesby on Feb. 13, 1822 
in Lawrence Co. Ms. James Oglesby Jr. was bondsman.

The Martins had lived 
in Amite County, Ms. Nancy had died in 1814 and Francis had 
moved his family to Lawrence County about 1815 or 1816.

I don't know just when Abel's parents moved to this area, 
but his brother, Lawrence, was still in Tennessee on May 8, 
1826, when he married Sarah Davis in Maury County. By 1828, 
they were living on Greens Creek in Lawrence Co. Ms. They had 
the following children;

Hardy Herrington, Sr. died in the 30s, and Joel Pierce's wife, 
Mary, died also. Before Hardy's estate was settled, Joel Pierce 
had married his widow, Serena, on Feb. 8, 1837, and Joel received 
a child's part of Hardy's estate. Then on Feb. 22, 1837, Joel's 
son, Reddick, married Eveline Oglesby, daughter of James Oglesby, 
Jr. and Martha Elizabeth Martin.

Sarah Tanner, Seaborne Pierce, and Lawrence Blackwell all 
belonged to Ebenezer Baptist Church, located just across the 
line in Covington County.

Lawrence had joined church on Dec. 1, 1838. Lawrence and Seaborne 
were turned out of church on Aug. 2, 1839 for accusing each 
other of lying, but were later restored. Sarah was a widow by 
1850. She joined the church on May 30, 1856. She died in 1875. 
Seaborne was dismissed by letter on July 2, 1842. Lawrence was 
dismissed by letter in 1858. 


By 1840, Seaborne Pierce had moved his family to Newton

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Abel's in laws also moved to Texas after 1850. James Oglesby 
Jr. died on Dec. 6, 1860 in Jefferson County, Texas, and Martha 
died in 1865/6. They are buried in the Old Bumstead Cemetery 
north of Beaumont, Texas. 


In 1840, Beady Blackwell was living with Abel in Lawrence 
County, Ms. My theory is this; When Abel moved to Arkansas, 
Beady went to live with her daughter, Susannah and husband 
Seaborne Pierce, in Newton County. Living with them at this 
time was an elderly man, who was probably Joel, Seaborne's 
father, who was once more widowed. Bedeanne married a Pierce 
sometime between 1840 and 1850, probably Joel (who had died 
by 1850). She was listed as head of household in 1850 with 
Seaborne, Susannah and their children living with her. 


Sometime after 1850, Seaborne Pierce and his family also 
started for Texas where he had a land grant. Seaborne died on 
the way and they brought his body back to Newton County to be 
buried. The rest of the family later went on to Texas to claim 
his land. Bedeanne must have died in the 50s in Newton County, 
Ms. unless she moved to Texas with Susannah and the children.

When the Civil War broke out, Lawrence made and repaired guns 
for the Confederates. He was caught and hanged from a tree on 
his own land. I've heard tales that he was not dead when he 
was taken down and they buried him alive. I hope this is not 
true. He was buried in what is now the Ward Cemetery located 
on his land. Emiline's husband, John Ward, died also during 
the Civil War, and she married 2nd to Andrew Jackson Robbins 
on May 2, 1865, and had;

Sarah Blackwell raised Emiline's 1st two children, Isham and 
George, after their father died.
